$10,000 Guarantee to Supply Gas 
Within Twelve Months—Ano.jer 
Company Seeks Franchise,

The rival representatives of the In- 
ternational Heating and Lighting Co., 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and of the Eco- 
nomical Gas Apparatus Construction 
Company, of Toronto, ewaited in the 
council chamber Thursday evening 
the decision of the council as to artifi- 
eial gas franchises in the city of Ed- 
monton. Eighteen months ago, the 
city granted a franchise to the former 
eompany, but this lapsed a month 
ago on the failure of the company to 
“ommence operations as stated in the 
«greement. The company, pleading 
the financial stringency as the cause 
of the delay, entered into negotiations 
for an extension of the franchise and 
inserted a clause in the agreement 
offering to make a eash guarantee of 
$10,000 that the franchise will be ex- 
ercised within g year from December 
Ist, 1908. They further stipulated in 
the amended agrfement thet they will 
forfeit the $19,000,. if buildings and 
machinery to the value of $10,000 are 
not on the site before the expiration 
of seven months from the time of the 
extension. 

At a previous sitting of the council 
a committee composed of Alds. Man- 
son, Gariepy and McInnis was ap- 
pointed to consider the granting of 
the extension with instructions to re- 
port on the evening of December 15. 
Tn the meantime the Economical Gas 
Apparatus Construction Co,, which is 
represented here by Mr. Walter Hut- 
ton, entered the field and drafted an 
agreement for the consideration of the 
eourcil, The important feature of 
this agreement was that gas would be 
supplied at a price varying from five 
to twenty cents per 1,000 feet cheaper 
than the former company, according 
to the amount of gas consumed. 

Recommended Extension. 

When the matter came up for dis- 
cussion the committee brought in a 
majority report granting the exten- 
sion of the franchise to the Interna- 
tional Heating and Lighting Co. un- 
der the conditions as above stated. 

Mr, Hutton was given permission 
to speak on behalf of the company he 
represented, He pointed out that >y 
the extending of the present franchise 
the company is practically given an 
exclusive franchise on the streets of 
Edmonton. No second franchise can 
be passed on by the peoplo and placed 
in the hands of the company in time 
to forestall the present holders of a 
franchise. Mr. Hutton was certain 
that if both companies were given an 
equal footing and both offers were 
submitted to the people the franchise 
would be secured by the company 
making the cheaper offer.

pointed out that there is nothing to 
prevent a rival company entering the 
field at any time, with the assurance 
that if they ean offer gas cheaper they

Labor Exchange Scheme. 


By far the most important contribu- 
tion which Germany has made to the 
handling of the unemployed consists 
in her system of Arbeitsnachweise. 
or Labor Exchanges, \ labor ex- 
change, as it is understood in Ger- 
many, is an office at which all work- 
men register their names cither as 
eoon as, or just before, their last job 
ends, and with which all ‘employers 
communicate as soon as they need a 
workman. — Its obiect is to keep «m- 
ployers and workpeople in close and 
constant touch with each other. Tts 
effect is twofeld, by substituting re- 
gular employment for easual jobs it 
puts an end to the demoralizing tramp 
m search of work, which breaks a 
man’s health and courage and ¢éhar- 
acter, and sometimes kills his desire 
for work before he finds it. It also. 
for reasons to be described later, 
makes possible a much more humane 
treatineni of those for whom no work 
ean be found in ordinary industry 
than is possible in this country. The 
number of labor exchanges making re- 
turns to the Imperial Statistical Office 
in Berlin was int 1907 over 700, filling 
between 150,000 and 180,000 situations 
per month, The main strength of the 
movement lies in the large industrial 
towns, which frequently form the 
centre of-a system of exchenges radi- 
ating over the whole State in which 
they are situated,, and even beyond its 
borders. Thus the Freiburg Exchang: 
is the centre of a federation of ex- 
changes in Raden The Strassburg 
exchange is the centre of a system of 
exchanges in E!sass-Lothringen; the 
office at Munich is connected with no 
less than fiity-five other exchanges in 
Bavaria, which report to it at regular 
intervals the condition of the labor 
inarket in their several localiies, and 
of which it is the Centrel ciearing- 
house. val 

The labor exchange movement in 
Germany has received the blessing of 
the ministers of the interior in several 
states, who oceupy something like the 
fame position in regard to German 
local bodies as is held in England b+ 
tie President of the Leecal Govern- 
ment Board. The views of « #inele 
State government are well set forth in 
a long circular whieh was addresse| 
on November 28 of last year to the

SPORTING NEWS 


THE RING. 


BOUT ENDED IN A DRAW. 

The fifteen-round boxing contest at the 
Opera House last night between Jimmie 
Potts, formerly of Minneapolis, but now 
of Edmonton and Billy Lauder, of Cal- 
gary, resulted in a draw. The contest 
was a good, scientific exhibtion of boxing 
but was a pink tea affair compared to 
the brief rough heavyweight preliminary 
contest hetween Charlie Sutter and Cor- 
poral Clayton, Both men had plenty of 
supporters at the match who felt that 
their fayarite should have received the 
decision but in view of the work done by 
both, a draw was the only decision that 
could be made. James Bryanton, of Ed- 
monton, acted as referee and gave entire 
satisfaction. 

The oustanding. feature of TLauder’s 
work was his lightning like quickness, 
He danced around the ring as if on 
springs during the whole of the con- 
test and is a hard man to corner, He led 
reveatedly but his blows 
and with one or two exceptions Potts 
guarded perfectly and. his opponent's 
taps landed on his gloves. About the 
only blows of the little Scott that were 
felt at all was one on the ear and a 
couple over the kidneys. Lauder came to 
the clinch repeatedly to save himself 
from being countered. 

Potts adopted entirely different tactics, 
He moved around the ring more slowly 
and seemed to he constantly on the watch 
for an opening, which never came, to 
land a knock-out blow. He guards al- 
most perfectly and is very cool in the 
ning.“Time and again he let fly 1 straight 
swift jab with his left which usually 
found some unguarded portion o: his op- 
ponent’s body. He also had a wicked 
right uppercut which would have proved 
disastrous had it gone home, Potts did 
not sem to be exerting himself as much 
as possible, however. In the last round 
both men mixed it up pretty freely and 
Potts landed a number of telling body 
blows. Had he done this sooner, say in 
the tenth round, it would have put his 
opponent out of business before the end, 
but then that would not have drawn as 
large a crowd to the next bout, 

Two interesting preliminaries were put 
on last evening. One was between K'd 
King and J. W. Turner, both local boys 
of some skill. ‘Turner had the best of 
the bout and in the third round put 


King to the bad with a right to the jaw]! 


and a left to the kidneys, and got the 
decision, The other was a heavyweight 
contest between Charlie Sutter and Cor- 
poral Clayton for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of Northern Alberta. Sutter 
won out in the second round, sending his 
opponent to the flocr three times with 
blows to the face and jaw. Kid Edwards 
of Winnipeg refereed both preliminaries. 

It is probable that another match will 
be arranged between Potts and Lauder 
in January to take place either in Cal- 
gary or Lacombe,
